Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 

The  Report  for  the  year  shows  that  we  have  cared  for 
fifty-seven  patients.  Of  these,  some  have  died,  some  have 
passed  on  to  health,  and  many  are  still  with  us.  Our  u  Old 
Timers,”  Aunt  Fanny  and  Betty,  seem  to  look  down  from  their 
lofty  pinnacle  of  age  upon  this  passing  group,  reminding  one  of 
the  gargoyles  upon  the  Cathedral  of  Ghent,  who,  as  they  gaze 
on  the  ever  surging  throng  of  worshippers,  are  made  to  say, 

u  Ye  come  and  go  incessant.  WE  remain  !  ” 

We  have  been  able,  during  this  year  of  War,  to  help  over 
the  Rough  Road  some  whose  supporters  were  serving  their 
country  in  the  Army  and  Navy  :  one,  a  Porto  Rican  woman 
with  three  children,  whose  husband  during  the  entire  year  had 
been  petty  officer  on  one  of  the  convoying  destroyers;  another, 
a  dying  woman  whose  brother  was  at  a  western  camp,  and  still 
another,  incurably  ill,  to  whom  we  gave  a  resting  place  for 
many  months.  The  aftermath  of  the  influenza  gave  us 
also  interesting  experiences:  a  mother  and  child  from  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  Emergency  Hospital,  restored  to  health  ;  another  for 
whom  we  could  only  make  the  last  journey  more  easy  ;  and 
a  little  child  seven  years  old,  bequeathed  to  us  by  her  dying 
mother,  and  left  at  the  door,  her  only  introduction,  the  keys  of 
their  tenement  and  a  scrappy  note  written  by  the  dying  woman, 
begging  us  to  be  kind  and  loving  to  her  u  little  baby  !  ” 

We  were  glad  at  the  New  Year  to  welcome  back  our  good 
friend,  Dr.  W.  W.  Barker,  laid  aside  for  three  months  with  a 
severe  attack  of  influenza.  The  time  of  his  absence  was  kindly 
taken  by  our  former  physician,  Dr.  N.  K.  Wood,  and  supple¬ 
mented  later  by  Dr.  Margaret  Grogan,  to  both  of  whom  we 
tender  our  sincere  thanks. 
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The  outside  of  the  house  has  been  much  improved  by  a 
double  coat  of  paint,  and  the  piazza  and  steps  patched  up  to 
last  for  another  year  or  two.  This  was  a  real  necessity.  The 
expense  was  met  entirely  by  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association,  the 
result  in  part  of  the  Donation  Day  receipts,  supplemented  by 
special  gifts  from  friends.'  This,  with  the  $150,  given  monthly 
with  monies  raised  at  the  November  Fair,  and  the  Christmas 
Tree  Festival,  always  a  great  pleasure  to  our  Household  and 
this  year  more  than  usuallv  successful,  commemorate  only  the 
united  gifts  of  the  Association,  and  to  that  we  must  add  many 
personal  gifts  and  kindnesses  too  numerous  to  mention  in  detail. 
41  A  gift  is  as  a  precious  stone  in  the  eyes  of  him  that  hath  it. 
Whithersoever  it  turneth,  it  prospereth.” 

A  great  loss  this  year  has  come  to  us  in  the  sudden  death 
of  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Sturgis,  Secretary  of  the  Association,  which 
office  she  has  held  since  the  formation  of  the  society,  about  fif¬ 
teen  years  ago;  last  seen  by  most  of  us  at  the  Annual  Fair  in 
November.  44  For  her  peace  she  was  beloved,”  always  serene 
and  cheerful,  always  ready  to  help  someone  else.  Never  absent 
from  the  monthly  meeting,  44  found  faithful  unto  death.”  44  The 
souls  of  the  righteous  are  in  the  Hand  of  God.”  Mr. 
Sturgis,  knowing  of  her  love  for  St.  Monica’s,  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  some  penciled  memoranda  found  among  her  papers, 
is  generously  endowing  a  day  in  her  memory,  and  also  contrib¬ 
uting  a  certain  amount  towards  the  Mortgage  and  Extension 
Fund. 

We  will  end  our  report  by  the  cheerful  announcement  that 
our  mortgage  has  been  materially  reduced,  and  that  $1,500 
more  will  really  put  us  out  of  debt,  and  for  this  we  are  very 
thankful.  The  cost  of  living  has  so  increased,  that  $20  is 
required  for  a  day’s  support,  and  unfortunately  our  daily  income 
hardly  meets  the  demand.  But  now  that  war  charities  are  some¬ 
what  decreased,  we  shall  hope  for  a  return  of  some  of  our  old 
subscribers,  to  whose  numbers  we  should  like  to  add.  So  wc 
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appeal  most  earnestly  to  all  who  read  this  report  or  who  know 
of  our  work  to  come  to  our  aid.  Annual  subscriptions  are 
what  we  find  nyost  useful,  as  they  stand  for  an  assured  income, 
to  be  depended  on,  but  fromi  tfio§e  vyho  cjo  not  care  to 
pledge  themselves,  we  would  gladly  acknowledge  gifts  large  or 
small.  The  intention  of  our  work  here  is,  to  care  for  those 
for  whom  no  one  else  cares,  and  there  are  many  supfi,  and  to 
provide  a  resting  place  for  those  who  have  nowhere  to  lay  their 
heads,  and  yet  for  many  such  we  have  no  place,  because  of  laqk 
of  room  and  for  need  of  funds.

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Report  of  the  Ladies*  Aid  Association 

The  comprehensive  and  very  interesting  report  of  the 
Sister  in  Charge  leaves  little  to  be  said  of  the  activities  of  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Association,  which  are  incidentally  recorded  with 
those  of  the  Home.  Regular  visits  have  been  made,  and  the 
reports  of  all  visitors  emphasize  the  old,  but  ever  new  pleasure 
given  by  the  sight  of  suffering  relieved,  age  cheered,  and  poor 
and  helpless  ones  made  to  feel  at  home.  Religion  at  St. 
Monica’s  means  life,  and  we  are  privileged  in  being  able  to  see 
and  have  a  share  in  the  work. 

We  have  been  saddened  by  the  loss  of  our  devoted  and 
dearly  loved  Secretary,  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Sturgis,  who  has  held 
that  office  ever  since  the  Board  of  Managers  came  into  being. 
On  November  14th,  only  a  few  days  before  her  death,  she  kept 
the  Toy  Table  as  usual  at  St.  Monica’s  Fair,  and  few  of  us 
realized  that  she  had  suffered  greatly  during  the  summer,  and 
was  even  then  in  the  shadow  of  death. 

Her  beautifully  balanced  nature  makes  it  hard  to  choose 
a  salient  characteristic  to  emphasize,  yet  we  should  all  like  to 
leave  on  record  something  of  what  Ellen  Sturgis  was  as  we  saw 
her  month  by  month  at  our  meetings,  and  in  other  aspects  of 
the  work.  We  felt  her  strength  beneath  the  sweetness  of  her 
ways,  the  decision  behind  her  simple,  unaggressive  manner,  and 
the  clear  and  steady  radiance  of  a  warm  and  disciplined  nature 
made  her  a  most  welcome  companion  in  work  or  play. 

We  knew  that  St.  Monica’s  was  only  one  of  her  good 
works,  and  that  other  fellow  workers  feel  her  loss,  as  well  as 
her  family  and  friends,  but  our  long  association  with  her  seems 
to  give  us  special  right  to  speak  of  her  with  deep  regret  and 
sincere  affection.  May  her  example  inspire  us  to  give  the  best 
service  in  our  power,  during  the  year  now  opening  to  the  work 
which  she  loved.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of 
individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devices. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home,  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  any  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for 
any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of  St. 
Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and 
approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid  Com¬ 
mittee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
